This is a decision on the Petition to Withdraw Holding of 
Abandonment or in the Alternative to Revive Patent Application, 
filed February -17, 2004., Accompanying the petition was 
persuasive evidence that the petition was originally filed on 
December 31, 2003.

In view thereof, the petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment is GRANTED . The Notice of Abandonment mailed 
December 17, 2003, is hereby VACATED . 

Since consideration of the petition under § 1.137 is unnecessary, 
although authorized, no petition fees will be charged.
